S. PACIFIC FLEET HEADQUARTKRS, VKARh HARBOR, June 22 (AP)— Carrier planes of the United 
States fifth fleet inflicted smashing defeat on a formidable Japanese naval force trapped Monday off the Philip- 
pines, sinking four ships and damaging at least 10 before the enemy escaped under cover of night. 

The victory, the third great blow since Pearl Harbor against Japan's navy, stemmed from Sunday's great air 
battle off Saipan island, in which American carrier planes and warship guns shot down 353 enemy aircraft. 
Because of this stunning aerial loss, the Japanese fleet, caught bet^veen the Marianas and the Philippines, 

could send up only a handful of interceptors 
from its five or six carriers. Of these 15 to 20 
were shot down. The American loss was 49 
planes. 

The enemy lost an aircraft carrier and 
three tankers sunk; possibly a destroyer 
sunk, and nine or ten ships, ineluding a bat- 
tleship and cruiser seriously damaged. Adm. 
Raymond A. Spruance's fifth fleet suffered 
no surface vessel losses. 

Japs Dodge HatlJc 

The Japanese fleet, which for nearly a week 
dodgd contact with the American force pro- 
tecting the Saipan invasion, turned and fled 
toward the China sea. Nightfall saved it from 
further battering and there was no indication 
from Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, who an- 
nounced the victory today, that.the-battle had 
been resumed, , . '■S -..;*r.

OUR SKWER SYSTEM 

While Twin Falls Is becoming optlml.^tlc 
over lis prospects for n rapid growlh Imme- 
diately following the war, It should not lose 
sight ot a serious problem that will present 
Itself as the result or such an expansion. 

Our eewer system, already Inadequate to 
meet the city's requirements, will scarcely 
permit ot Tivin Falls making any appreciable 
growth. Unless this system is enlarged and 
Improved, we will cvcntiially find ourselves 
In a ptcdlcnnitnt. 

Recent heavy downpours have served as 
another reminder that the city's storm sewer 
system Is not only Inadequate but dungcrou.s. 
During one ot the heavy rains, water a foot 
deep stood in the streets in several parts of 
the city. It even licked at the foundation of a 
number ot rcjldcntial basements. All of which 
demonstrates that there Is no telling what 
might happen In the event of an unprece- 
dented cloudburst, our natural drainage be- 
ing what !l Is, 

Our domestic sewerage system Is no less out- 
moded. As originally designed, It made no 
provisions for the growth Twin Falls now 
anticipates. In several sections of the city, 
sewer lines are only several feet under ground 
because extended grade lines make greater 
deptha Impossible, Even now, whenever It Is 
proposed to extend the city limits to Include 
certain oulIylnE districts, the problem of pro- 
" viding these districts with sewers presents 
Jtseir. 

We know city officials have this problem 

■ In mind, but the public also should be aware 
or It. Sooner or later. Twin Falls will have to 
construct a deep master sewer tunnel Into 
which all other lines will drain. The longer 

; we wait and the more the city grows, the 

■ greater will be the Job when we are finally 
forced into it.
